REPBESENTATIVB Morrill of Kansas 
has introduced in the house a bill pro- 
viding for a service pension to soldiers 
of the late war and their widows, etc. 
It grants a pension of $8 per month to 
any officer or enlisted man sixty-two 
years of age or over who served ninety 
days in the army, navy or marine corps 
during the late war, and received an 
honorable discharge. 


All soldiers who served ninety days or 
more in the military or naval service in 
the láte war, and who are now, or may 
hereafter be, suffering from mental or 
physical disability equivalent to the 
grade now established in the pension 
office at $8 per month, shall be granted a 
pension of $8 per month daring the ex 
isistence of the disability. In the case 
of any officer or enlisted man who 
served three months and has died leav- 
ing a widow over sixty-two years of age, 
it is provided that such widow shall be 
granted a pension of S8 per month dur- 
ing widowhood. 


It is further provided that any officer 
or enlisted man who served 
three 
months or more in the late war, who 
has died, leaving a widow without other 
means of support than her daily labor, 
or minor children under the age of six- 
teen years, such widow or minor chil- 
dren shall be granted a pension of $8 
per mo<fcliianring widowhood, and in 
case of her death, leaving a child or 
children under sixteen years, such pen- 
sion shall be paid such child or children 
provided she.shall have married the sol- 
dier prior to the passage of this act. 


Mr. MortiU says the enactment of 
this bill into a law would place about 
400,000 additional pensioners on the 
rolls at once and about 52,000 each year 
thereafter.

has introduced in the house a bill pro- 
viding for a service pension to soldiers 
of the late war and their widows, etc. 
It grants a pension of §8 per month to 
any officer or enlisted man sixty-two 
years of age or over who served ninety 
days in the array, navy or marine corps 
during the late war, and received an 
honorable discharge. 


All soldiers who served ninety days or 


more in the military or naval service in 
the late war, and who are now, or may 
hereafter be, suffering from mental or 
physical disability equivalent to the 
grade now established in the pension 
office at S8 per month, shall be granted a 
pension of $8 per month daring the ex 
isistence of the disability. In the case 
of any officer 
or enlisted rnnn who 


served three months and has died leav- 
ing a widow over sixty-two years of ago, 
it is provided that such widow shall be 
granted » pension of 88 per month dur- 
ing widowhood. 


It is further provided that any officer 


or enlisted man who 
served three 


months or more in the lato war, who 
has died, leaving a widow without other 
means of support than her daily labor, 
or minor children under the age of six- 
teen years, such widow or minor chil- 
dren shall be granted a pension of 88 
per mo*th during widowhood, aud in 
case of her death, leaving a child or 
children under sixteen years, such pen- 
sion shall bo paid such child or children 
provided she.shall have married the sol- 
dier prior to the passage of this act.
